It Is also predicted that prices will 
be high, In fact. It Is thought, from 
present Indication ; that the prices this 
season will be the highest burley to- 
bacco ever sold for In the history of 
any market. 

ITcsident of the 
Maysvillp Tobaocii Assuoiatloii. iind 
Mr. J. C. KaiiiH, Si'critiiiy-Trcasiircr, 
In their efforts to scciiro the most 
most money for the farmers for their 
tobacco, have always endeavored to 
give them the proper advice as to how 
they should prepare their crops for 
market, and if they will take a llttlo 
more time and follow the instructions 
below, they will be the ones to reap 
the benefits: 

Looking to the good of eyery one 
connected with the tobacco industry, 
as well as conservation of labor, 
which Is very necessary at this time, 
we nuisl Insist on the grower hsIhb 
more caro in handling the crop. In or- 
der (o exi)edite the movement of s:niiii 
and eliminate the unnecessary liaiid 
BortlnR In the warehouse. 

Keep your dilTerent grades sepa- 
rated, and wlicii placing nn the wagon 
be sure and mark each kind with 
com stalks or tobacco stalks and then 
no matter who takes It oO It can be 
placed directly on the basket without 
having to be scattered over the ware- 
house floor. 

If you have been a close observer 
you no doubt will remember that all 
high sellers have handled their tobac- 
co just this way. 

Although the shortage of labor 



seemed to be a big factor In the open- 
ing of the market here. It is now 
thought that with the relieving of ho 
many I'roin Oovcrnnient work near 
this city that there w ill be BuHh lent 
help to properly handli' all the tiiliai - 
CO offered, and the growers can rest 
issnred that they will hi' laki n lare 
of here hetler than at any oilier niar- 
k<'l in this stale.

Uiiidon. Noveniher lil— The rumors 
that William I lohenzollcrn, the for- 
mer German emperor, may possibly 
return to Germany have created a 
considerable stir here. It Is feared by 
some of the newspapers that the for- 
mer emperor sooner or later may be- 
come the center of a reactionary 
movement in Oormany when the pres- 
ent revolutionary storm has blown 
over. 

On the other hand, the fact of the 
former ruler placing himself, qr 
being placed. In the hands Of the new 

rulers of Germany would he wet- 
iMinied in other (iiiarters. These rulers, 
the Morning Tost argiies, should be 
able to ex<^Liile jiidginent Upon him 
and in so doing wmild be acting only 
as fitting inslriiinenis of Justice. 

There is everywhere, however, 
agreement In the Idea thai the ex- 
emperor's presence in Holland Is In- 
tolerable, and It Is insisted that he 
must somehow be made impotent to 
do further mischief. 

The Dally EJxpress sees the pos:ii- 
hility of a plot to trick the Allies am], 
create a federation far exceeding in 
strength and resources the former 
German empire. In the course of a 
long article this newspaper contends 
that the former emperor is back of 
Chancellor Ehert, former Chancellor 
Mayimilian of Baden and Field Mar- 
shal Von Hindenburg. and It lays em- 
phasis iiiioii the fact that the enipernr 
signed no formal alidii alion and is- 
sued no valedictory niessago. 

A number of leading Allied diplo- 
mats and statesmen, including Lord 
Robert Cecil, imder secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, believe that some- 
thing Is brewing In Germany In the 
direction of a plot to trap' the Allies, 
tlie Express' declares. The facts ap- 
pear to indicate, it adds, the existence 
of a plan to foment social revolutions 
In Holland and Switserland. and pos- 
sibly in Sweden, through pro-Oermnn 
agitators. It is also desired, accord- 
ing to these indications, the newspa- 
per declares, to foment social revolu- 
tion in .Allied countries, provide fi"- 
the eventual return of the former 
enipenir to Germany. Ihe restoration 
of the old regime and the forinnlion ol 
a greatly extended GeniKin I'ederalic n 
Such a federation, with William lloh- 
enzoUern at Its head, the Kxi ress ai- 
gpes, would carry the seed of anothor 
world war. It insists that the former 
emperor roust be seised and his actlvl 
lies prevented. 



WHAT DO YOU THINK

Uermany ricadlng For Merry — !:4ol( 
Appeals For Freedom to Ex- 
ploit BUneland. 

London, November 19 — Oermany de- 
sires the terms of the armistloe mod- 
ified so that it can have economic In- 
tercourse with the territory on the 
left bank of the Bhiae as before the 
armistice, Dr, Self, the foreign secre- 
tary, says in a wireless dispatch re- 
ceived here. The message Is address- 
ed the Governments of the I'nlted 
States. Great llrltain. France and It- 
aly. 

In view (if the close economic re- 
liiliuMs I>el\\een the coiiiilry west of 
the llhinc and the rest of Germany, 
the preservation of which Is neces- 
sary "to the continued peaceful de- 
velopment of Germany." Dr. Self asks 
the modlflratton of eome doien points 
concerning this re^iott. W>r Instance, 
he asks pormiaaion for German own- 
ers to exploit, aa herrtofore, the coal, 
potash and Iron ore mines and the 
general free nse of the Rhine for 
transport within the old boundaries of 
the German empire. 

The foreign secretary also asks per- 
mission for free navigation by way of 
Rotterdam and the coast for the pro- 
visioning of Germany; the continua- 
tion of Industrial nnrsnits.on Ihe left 
bank of the Rhine for the use of the 
rest of (ieniiaiiy and tree railway Iriif- 
lic In occupied territory. The old fron- 
tier of the empire, including Luxem- 
hur!?. Dr. Sotf suggests, is to he re- 
garded as the customs houmlary. and 
customs duties are to he levied by 
Germany. 

Dr. Self declares that without these 
modiflcations Germany will "advance 
toward more or less Bolshevist condi- 
tions, which might become dangerous 
to neighboring states." 

He repeats the previous protest 
against the surrender of means of 
transport and protests against "con- 
tinuation of the blockade ' 'riii- fcr- 
eigu secretary cdnclniles hv sayiir! 
that attempts hy German il<'lcti;iics t i 
discuss these matters at S!pa liad liecn 
unsuccessful becuiise the n presenla- 
tives there of the Allied countries 
lacked the neceaaarj^ powots.

ropresenta^ve. Mr. .1 t; Mahan. was 
here yesterday iJiirchasinK some ne- 
cessary supplies with which lo hei;lii 
preliminary work on the new fitri;c- 
tnre. It will he hnlll of loncrci,' inul 
Iron and will he made absolutely (ire- 
proof, and will be as modern as It Is 
possible to build a structure of this 
kind. 

It will be much larger than the old 
one. and will be so constructed as to 
enable four engines to coal and winter 
at the same time, thus conserving as 
much time as possible.

Senate was challeiiKed today by Sen- 
ator t'urtis of Kansas, llepubllcan 
whip, when the war-time prohibition 
bill was called un. but passage of the 
hill wlthont a roll call prevented the 
(inesllon from comiiiK lo an issue. 
.Senator .Martin was appointed liy (!ov- 
ernor A. O. Stanley a few months awo 
1(1 nil Ihe unexpired term of the late 
Senator OUie James, ending March 3. 
under a State statute allowing sncli 
ad interim appointments. The Repub- 
licans contend that the constitutional 
amendment for popular election of 
senators is mandatory in requiring 
election to a senate vacancy in the 
next general election. Governor Stan- 
ley, a Democrat, was elected Novem- 
ber 6, to a six-year term, beginning 
March 4. Senator Martin's home is 
at Catlettshurg, Ky. He formerly was 
County Judge In thai city. 

Ijitcr Senator Curtis said if reports 
that Democrats and lleiiublicans in 
Kentucky agreed lo let Senator Mar- 
tin remain in the Senate until March 
4 were verified, no further objection 
to him probably would be made. 

A telegram to Mr. and Mrs. Itoljerl 
H. Owens late yesterday afternoon, 
announced the serious Illness of their 
son, Frank S. Owens, at his home in 
Los Angeles, Cal. Ho was stricken 
with influenza several days ago and 
pneumonia has developed. It Is sin- 
cerely hoped that the crisis has been 
passed and that he will improve.

Let no American imnRine that this country has yet piiid in full 
its great debt to Frnnec Despite Aiiieriea's participation in tlie war 
our obligation to our sister republic is greater ^ven tlian it was be- 
foye'the European conflict began. For in the common fight against 
^fie common foe Prance has saerifieed a tlirmsand fold more than we. 
r*' We have the word of Andre Tnrdieu, French liigh commissioner 
to the United States, that that portion under the heel of the Hun paid 
1 efore the war one foiirtli of France's tfixea. Most of this territory 
1 as been either devastated or looted. It is prostrate today. Its 
factories have been destroj-ed by the invader. So completely lias it 
been stripped that years will elapse before it will be able to bear>t8 
share of the burdens of the republic. Tardieu also informs us that 
one-fifteenth of the nation "s ]>opiilation has been eitliir killed or 
]iermanently incapacitated. Ten billion dollars in money and help 
in the way of labor, he estimates, will be needed to put France again 
on her feet. 

We shall be doing less tliiiii our plain duty if we fail to give 
]''rance any assistance that it is within our power to tjive. We are 
' fmmensely rich — our wealth today probably exceeds that of all the 
nations of continentaJI Europe combined. Our sacrifices in the war

New Plan of Regulation.

The current peace talk baa 
alarmed the holders of com, and there 
has been a price decline of from 'ifl 
cents to 40 cents per busbai. The fact 
that the accumulations of low priced 
com In the Argentine and South Afri- 
ca would, upon the advent of peace 
and liberated shipping, become avail- 
able to the European faiarket has cre- 
ated a great deal of apprehension on 
the part of com holders. This decline 
has spread fear among swine growers 
that a Birollar reduction In the prices 
of liogs would naturally follow. More- 
over, the lower range of com prices 
would, If Incorporated in a X8-to-l ra- 
tio, obviously result In a continuously 
falling price for lire hogs. In view 
of these changed conditions many 
swine producers anticipated lower 
prices yid as a result rushed tbelr 
hogs to market In large numbers, and 
this overshlpment has added to and 
agRravated the decline. 

The Information of the Departnivnt 
of Agriculture indicates that the sup- 
ply of hogs has Increased about 8 per 
cent., while the highest unofficial esil- 
iimtc does not exceed 15 per cent In- 
creased production over last year. On 
the other hand, the orrlval of hoes 
iluring the Inst three weeks In the 
seven grent markets lios lieon 27 per 
cent, tiioro tlinn hist ycnr. during the 
eorrosiiniullnR period, dernniisl rat Ini; 
lliL- unusuiill.v heavy niarkeliii;; of ilie 
nvnllablc supply. In the face of ilie 
excessive receipts some packers have 
not maintained the price agreed last 
month. On the other hand, many 
of the packers have paid over the 
price offered to then In an endeavor 
to maintain the Rgreed price. The re- 
sult In any event lias liecn a failure 
to lunliitaln the OiMelier price basis 
ileiei mined upon at the Si'ptenilicr con- 
ference and umlerlakcn hy the pack- 
ers. Another factor contributing to 
the break In pricea during the month 
has been the Influenxa epidemic; It 
has sharply curtailed consumption of 
pork products and temporarily de- 
< Teased the labor staff of the packers 
nliiiut 2."i per cent. 

The exiMirls of 130.000,000 pounds 
of pork products fur Oetober com- 
pared with about .7.',0(X),000 pounds 
In October a year ago. and the 
export' orders placeable by the Food 
Administration for November, amount 
to 170,000,000 pounds as contrast- 
ed with the lesser exports nf 
98,000,000 for November, 1017. The 
Increased demands of the allies are 
continuing, and are In theniaelves 
proof of the necessity for the lar;.'i> 
production for which the Food Adniln 
IstratUin asked. The Increase In ci- 
port demands appears to be amply 
sufficient to take up the Increase In 
~hog production, btrt imfavoruble mur 
ket conditlona exiatlag In October af- 
ford no fair Index of the aggregate 
supply and demand.

In- 
osmuch as no considerable reservoir of 
supplies exists outside of the United 
States. It seems probable that the 
present prospective supplies would be 
Inadequate to meet this world demand 
with the return to peace.

It ap- 
pears that there should be even a 
stronger demand tor pork products 
after the war, and therefore any alarm 
of hog producers as to the effect of 
I peace Is unwurrunted by the outlook, 
' In the llKht of these circumstances 
; It Is the conclusion of the conference 
I that attempts to hold the price of botrs 
to the price of corn may work out to 
the disadvantage Of pork producers. 
It Is the conclusion that any Interpre- 
tation of the formula Should'be a 
broad gauged policy applied over a 
long period.

Tbe ability of the packers to carry 
ont this arrangement win depend on 
there being a normal morketlng of 
hoga baaed upon the proportionate In- 
cfs^ over the receipts of last year. 
The iDcraaae in production appears to 
be a maximum of about IB |ler cent 
and we can handle auchiU tnereese. 

If the producers of hogs should, as 
they have In the past few Weeks, pre- 
maturely market hogs In such Increas- 
ing fiunilicMs ovcT the above It Is en- 
tirely beyond the ability of the pack- 
ers to maintain these minlmuma, and 
therefore we must have the co-opera- 
tion of the producer himself to main- 
tain these results. - It Is a physical 
Impossihliity for the capacity of the 
packing houses to handle a similar 
over-flood of hogs and to find a market 
for the output. The packers are anx- 
ious to co-operate with the producers 
la nalntsining a stabilization of price 
and to see that producers receive a fair 
price for their producta.

The plan embodied above was adopt- 
ed by the conference. 

The Fond Administrator hns appoint- 
ed a committee, comprising Mr. Tbomn^ 
E. Wilson, clinirnian of the rail;- 
ers' Committee; Mr. Everett Brown, 
president of the Chicago Livestock Ex- 
change; Major Roy of the Food Ad- 
ministration, Mr, Louis D. Hall of the 
Bureau of Markets, to undertake the 
supervision of the execution of the 
plan in the various markets. Commis- 
sion men are asked to co-operate In 
carrying out the plan embodied In tlie 
packers' aRreement. It must be evi- 
dent that olTers by commission men to 
sell hogs below the minimum estah- 
'llshed above is not fair, either to tho 
producer or the participating packers. 
Mr. Brown has undertaken on behalf 
of the commission men in the TTnlted 
States that they will loyally support 
the plan. 

It Is believed by the conference that 
this new plan, based as it Is upon n 
positive mlnlnnmi basis, will liring bi't- 
ter results to fhe producer than aver- 
age prices for the month. It does nut 
limit top prices and should narrow 
the margins necessary to country buy- 
ers In more variable marketa. It is 
believed that tbe plan should work out 
close to $18 averoge. 

Swine producers of the country will 
contribute to their own Interest by 
not floiiilinc the market, for It must be 
evlili'iil Hint If an excessive over piT- 
cenlace of bnu's Is marketed In any 
one month price stabilization and con- 
trol cniiimt surreed, and it Is cerinin 
that prodnrers themselves can contri- 
bute materially to the efforts of the 
conferences If they will do their mark- 
eting In ns normal a way as possible.

Is designed to 
bring home to the proplo the serious- 
ness of the world's food predicament 
nnd engender a deep, conscious real- 
l7.Htlon of the work which Still Te- 
rnninR for the people of Kentucky and 
the nation to do. World Relief Week 
will begin with Sunday, December 1, 
and run through Saturday, December 
7, and dally eierolses will be held and 
IntensiTS campaign work dona during 
the week over the entire United States 
The Food AdminlBtratlon affirms we 
in America do not know what actual 
food ahortage really is. The sum and 
substance of the announcements made 
by Mr. Sackett and the Educational 
Division of Kentuck.v Is that unless 
great and incrensinc i|iinntllles of 
food are ahipped to Kiirope now nnd 
during the roitiing twelve monthF the 
German women and children w ill per- 
ish by thousands, Russians will die by 
the million, part of the Italian nation 
will die and the Belgians will never 
live to receive Just reparation and in- 
demnity from the Teptons. 

Preliminary to World Relief Week, 
a meeting of all the County and Dis- 
trict Food Administrators and women 
County Conservation Chairmen of 
Kentucky, about 260 people in all, 
win be held In Louisville next Friday. 
November 22. This conference, which 
will not be public, will be addressed 
hy R. W. Boyden, a leading Massachn- 
<ett8 lawyer who Is head of the Kn- 
forcenient Division of the Food Ad- 
iiiinistralioii ami will bring a personal 
message from Mr. Hoover to Kentucky 
eainpalgii workers. Tlurinc the pres- 
ent week the Connty AdminlatratorB 
will also hold meetings In every coun- 
ty for instruction of speakers and oth- 
er workers. 

On Sunday, December 1, world Re- 
lief Week will open with one reading 
of a message from Mr. Hoover in all 
the churches, and during the week 
this same message will be read in all 
the lodges and fraternal organisations 
ot the tltate. Arrangements to this 
end have already been made by Fred 
W. Hardwick, of Louplsvllle, State 
Chairman of the Department of Rellg- 
loiiB and Franternal Organizations. 
Mr. Hoover's message will outline 
specifically the work to be done under 
the new program. 

On Tuesday. December 3, rallies 
will he held In every county. At each 
rally, an address will be made either 
liy the County Food Administrator or 
some noted speaker.

Washington, November 18 — The di- 
rect cost of the war for all belliger- 
ent nations to last )Aty 1, was report- 
ed at about 1176,000,000,000 by the fed- 
eral reserve board Halletln, Issued to- 
day, and it is estimated that the eost 
will amount to nearly 1200,000,000,000 
before the end of this year. While 
their accuracy la not vouched for, the 
board believes the figures are substan- 
tially correct. 

For purely niililary and naval pur- 
poses It Is estiinntrd that all helUg- 
orent had siieiit nhout |13L'.(10n,000,IUIO 
to May 1. or aliout three fourths of the 
total war cost. The balance repre- 
sented intaraat on debt and other in- 
direct war expenses. 

How the cost mounted as the war 
grew In proportion from year to year, 
Is Illustrated by tabulations showing 
that the mohlllsatlon and the first live 
months of tlfe war in 1914 cost all bel- 
ligerents about $10,000,000,000. 

In 191S, the expenses Jumped to 
126,000,000,000; In 1916 they increased 
to $38,000,000,000 and In 1917 they 
were estimated at $60,000.o»0,000. 
This year expenses have run only a 
little above the rate last year. 

About $l,''i(l.(ino,non.iMiO of the total 
war l ost has been raised hy war loans 
of various nations and coniparatively 
little hy taxation. Tile luililii delii of 
the prlncliial Kntente allies is calcu- 
lated at approximately $105,000,000,000 
or more than twice as much as the ag- 
gregate debt of the Central Powers, 
set at $46,000,000,000. This does not 
take into consideration debt Incurred 
since last May. 

The enormous slse of the war costs 
and debt Is Illustrated by comparison 
with the ante-war debt of the seven 
principal belligerents, which did noi 
exceed $25,000,000,000. 

The cost of sup|)orting this debt was- 
only about $1 .unu.OOD.OOO a year. Here- 
after the annual liurden to pay inter- 
est and sinking fund allowances will 
be not less than H 0,000,000,000 and 
probably much more. 

I noincial reports Indicate that Ger- 
many's war debt, represented mainly 
by bonds within the empire. Is now 
nearly $36,000,000,000 with her total 
national wealth estimated at $80,000,- 
000,000. 

No statement has been made as to 
what Germany will be expected to pay 
to the Allies, but the amount is cer- 
tain to run into the billions, and nec- 
essarily the terms ot payment must 
accord with Germany's ability to pay. 
This ability will be measured by the 
Nation's power to revive her peai <• 
time Industries and trade to lax for 
state piuiutses. FiiKiueiai oliHer\ei's 
say some of llie claims made hy the 
Allies are extravagant because they 
are beyond (ierniuiiy's ability to pay. 

It Is not believed tlie victorious Al- 
lies will concern themselves with Ger- 
many's redemption of her own. nation- 
al debt, since this is largely internal 
Comparatively small blocks of Ger- 
man bonds are held outside that coun- 
try, the largest sums being held, per- 
haps, by oitlsens of the United Stater 
who were former German subjects. 

Whatever may be the weight of the 
final burden of reparation and restitu- 
tion to he placi'd mi (lermany. the en- 
ormity of the task iiiav be lllustralei' 
by comparison of her national debi 
with that of tlie ruileii States, tier 
maii> has (Hi.uno.diia ju puialioii, and 
$10,00(1,0110,0011 of eslimaled wealth ti 
pay $3.1,000,000.(111(1 or uar debt al- 
ready created. The Vuited States 110,- 
000,000 population and au eutl- 
mated national debt of $260,0«0,000,000 
to pay nearly $18,000,000,000 war debt 
already created, or approximately 
$23,000,000,000 within another six 
months. This means that the per oa 
pita burden wiil be at least three 
times greater in Germany than In the 
United SUtes.
